The energetic and prosper- 
ous farmers use every means 
available to deepen the soil 
and make it richer and more 
productive. Very often in 
plowing they plow a furrow 
and run another plow in the 
same furrow to break the 
ground deeper. They call 
this “sub-soiling.” Then they 
apply fertilizer to enrich the 
soil. This is repeated year 
after year. If the fertility of 
the soil was not taken care of 
it would not be long until the 
crops would become so 
dwarfed that it would be 
useless to attempt to produce 
them. 


It is similar with the Chris- 
tians. The spiritual soil 
must be subsoiled and fertil- 
ized or the spiritual fruitage 
will soon be wanting. Jesus 
said that “every branch that 
beareth fruit he purgeth it, 
that it may bring forth more 
fruit.” The increase of fruitage 
is the desire of every true 
child of God.Everyone abhors 
the thought of adecline. We 
always want a better crop of 
spiritual fruit the coming 
year than we had last. 


It is no play for the farmer 
to subsoil his fields and apply 
the necessary fertilizer. You 
will see him rise early in the 
morning and labor hard all 
day and many times late at 
night. What is he doing? He 
is preparing the land for the 
coming crop. He spares no 
laber, he invests large sums 
money to purchase imple- 
ments and farming tools or 
machinery. He hauls load 
after load of fertilizer and 
spreads it over the fields. 
He continues his labor and 





the crop is made. 


This work of the farmer is 
not just one month or one 
season or one year, but it is 
repeated every year, and he 
strives to improve his meth- 
ods and studies the nature of 
his soil and the kind of crops 
best suited to his different 
fieilds as well as the grade 
and kind of fertilizer best 
adspted to the different ‘va- 
tieties of soil on his farm. 
All this is necessary to pro- 
duce the best results. 


The question might arise: 
Are we as Christians putting 
forth the same degree of en- 
ergy and persistence to pro- 
duce soul crops as the farm- 
er does to produce corn, 
wheat, cotton or potatoes? 
Do we rise early and work 
late to fertilize our souls? Do 
we invest our money in that 
which will enable us to work 
our soul fields to the best ad- 
vantage? Do we apply the 
soul fertilizer and work it in 
deep and mix it thoroughly? 
De we plow deep each year 
to try and develop some por- 
tions that have been lying 
dormant and unused ever 
since we embraced the Chris- 
tian religion? 


If after a thorough examin- 
ation of ourselves we find we 
have been slothful and lazy 
at any time in the past, now 
at the beginning of the new 
year is a good time to apply 
the whip and see to it that 
we lose no valuable time that 
is passing so swiftly away.
